Where to put students only one of 


problems caused

The School Building Commit- 
tee still believes the two new 
schools the town is building may 
not open on time. 

As reported last week, contrac- 
tor John T. Callahan & Sons has 
bumped its date for substantial 
completion — the point at which 
the High Plain Elementary and 
Wood Hill Middle Schools are 
ready for the town to inspect - 
from June 18 to Aug. 7 

That doesn’t leave much time 
for the town to prepare for stu- 
dents, who will begin school on 
Sept. 5, says Mark Johnson, com- 
mittee chairman. 

While he’s still hopeful that the 
contractor will make up for lost 
time, he says it’s important to “be 
realistic” about the situation. 

Determining when the schools 
will open is only the tip of the ice- 
berg. says Tina Girdwood, a mem- 
ber of the School Committee and 
the School Building Committee. 

The schools superintendent has 
said that students can be housed in 
existing classrooms or gymnasi- 
ums. if necessary. The school 
department will have to develop a 
more detailed contingency plan as 
it gets closer to fall, says Gird- 
wood. 

The school department will

also have to house, and pay, the 52 
new employees it will hire this 
summer to fill the new schools. 

“What the heck are we sup- 
posed to do with them?” says 
Girdwood. “We've hired them, we 
told them to start, they’re expect- 
ing a paycheck, and where are 
they going to go?” 

When the schools do open, it 
will take time to rearrange the 
existing classrooms again, she 
says. That might mean overtime 


work for custodians and possibly a 
long weekend — including a day 
off from school — for students. 

“You can see how it snowballs 
the longer it goes on,” she says. 

Andover has withheld $28,000 
from its last payment to Callahan, 
due to the delay. 

By contract, the town can 
charge the contractor $2,000 every 
day the schools are late, or the 
actual amount of the damages, 
whichever is greater. 


Boring solution to oak-tree tussle? 


Why not bore under the oak 
tree? 

That's just one option officials 
are considering since the $30 mil- 
lion sewer project came to a 
screeching halt at the foot of a tow- 
ering oak tree. 

The expansion project was 
ahead of schedule until tree owners 
Tom and Karyn Sheehan of Deer- 
berry Lane refused to grant the 
town an easement it needs to run a 
sewer pipe through their backyard. 


The Sheehans and their hired 
arborist say the digging will dam- 
age, and eventually kill, what they 
say is a beautiful, 150-year-old 
tree. The town and its arborists say 
the pipes won’t harm the tree, 
which they say is sickly. 

The town-tree standoff has con- 
tinued publicly for three weeks, 
since the Sheehans first brought 
their complaint to a selectmen’s 
meeting.

believe in. We believe in saving it,” 
says Karyn Sheehan. 
On Monday night, both parties 
— including their arborists — will 
discuss whether the Conservation 
Commission can approve a minor 
change to the sewer design, and 
allow the project to continue with- 
in the next few weeks.

Andover flight 
attendant 
remains found 


The remains of Andover flight 
attendant Betty Ong, who died in 
the Sept. 11 terrorist attack, have 
been recovered. 

A spokesman at the New York 
City Medical Examiner’s Office 
said Ong’s remains have been 
identified by a DNA test. She was 
one of the first people to have 
been identified from the two 
planes that struck the World Trade 
Center. 

Ong’s name was listed among 
those whose families were notified 
Monday, March 18, said Ellen 
Borakove, spokesman for the New 
York City’s Medical Examiner’s 
Office. So far, nine victims have 
been identified from American 
Airlines Flight 11 and one from 
United Airlines Flight 175. 

Ong, 45, was on American Air- 
lines Flight 11. 

She and her fiance, Robert 
Landrum, lived on Main Street in 
Andover. Last month, Ong was 
among three Massachusetts resi- 
dents honored by Gov. Jane Swift 
for their bravery. 

Ong called the airline reserva- 
tions center from the plane and 
relayed critical information about 
the five hijackers before the plane 
crashed. Her calls helped investi- 
gators quickly piece together the 
hijackers’ identities. 

Ong’s sister, Cathie Ong Her- 
rera of San Francisco, Calif., 
accepted the award on behalf of 
Ong’s family. Landrum also 
attended the ceremony in Boston, 
held on Feb. 11, marking the five- 
month anniversary of the tragedy. 

Ong, a 13-year veteran flight 
attendant, was a San Francisco 
native. In addition to Herrera, 
members of her family include 
another sister and a brother,

the record, and others speak only 
hesitantly. 

“We (the Church) have a real 
concern for the real victims, not 
the false-memory victrms,.” says 
Fr. George Morgan, who lives at 
St. Augustine’s rectory and works 
in alumni development at Merti- 
mack College. “There's no doubt 
that this is necessary and good 
will come out of it.” 

But he’s less sure about wanting 
to discuss the subject with a 
reporter who has a notepad in her 
hand, pressing him for more. 

“Out of crucifixions come res- 
urrections — how’s that?” he asks. 

Josephine O’ Hagan, an 80- 
year-parishioner at St. Augustine, 
says she’s as committed to the 
Catholic Church as ever despite 
the controversy. But her sadness is 
visible. “We all feel very bad. 
because it’s a shame.” she says. 

One of the only people who 
spoke freely to the Townsman, 
O'Hagan says knows of no one at 
her parish who wants Law to 
resign. She says that Fr. Alfred 
Ellis, the pastor at St. Augustine's 
who declined to speak with the 
Townsman, is asking the congre- 
gation to pray for Law, “because 
he needs the prayers.” 

Law, who has apologized for 
his mishandling of the situation, 
has refused to resign. That's unac- 
ceptable to one woman, who was- 
n't in church to hear the Cardinal's 
letter read to the congregation 
some weeks ago. 

“We stopped going.” she says. 

Now, with the church planning 
to give Geoghan’s sexual-abuse 
victims up to $30 million total in 
settlement money, this resident 
wonders where her weekly dona- 
tions to St. Augustine will go.

Spending more money 
In general is One way to give more to the 
school media centers. But making the centers 
a higher budgetary priority is another way, 
and the type of change a new School Com- 
mittee member might suggest. 

The new School Committee member 


should rely on the expertise and advice of 


Andover’s well-qualified administration, But 
he or she must also set priorities, making sure 
the committee is accountable to parents and 
other residents. More debate on educational 
issues — and spending priorities — will only 
benefit the children. That’s true whether or 
not the override passes.

never be perfect, but it is one of 
the cornerstones of our society. 
More to the point, the system is 
based (financially that is) on the 
concept of the community educat- 
ing the children. 

I, too, no longer have children 
in the system, but I did and I can 
tell you that there is no way that | 
could have afforded to give my 
children the excellent education 
they were fortunate enough to 
receive. It is true that I was paying 
taxes at the time that supported 
the schools, but so was everyone 
else in town. It is also true that a 
good number of people who 
“paid” when my children were in 
school no longer had any children 
of their own in the schools. Some 
may never have had children in 
the schools. I owe all of those 
people for helping to support my 
children at the time. Of course, I 
cannot pay them back directly, 


towns like Andover, went to 
schools like Andover High, contin- 
ued onto college, and were then 
stricken by serious and persistent 
mental illnesses like schizophre- 
nia. Many suffer brain disorders so 
severe they are unable to under- 
stand they have an illness. They 
often self-medicate on street drugs 
and alcohol, and are then blamed 
for their untreated or mistreated ill- 
nesses. 

People who have cancer, dia- 
betes, heart disease and other ill- 
Nesses receive support, but stigma 
and confidentiality prevent the 
public from recognizing people 
with brain disorders. When they 
die on the streets they are identi- 
fied in the news as “an unknown 
man or woman.” They are not 
unknown to their families. We 
know them. Often we cannot find 
them. They have vanished into the

menacing streets of distant cities. 
The safety net has been patched 
and glued so often, it no longer 
holds. State psychiatric hospitals 
are all but gone and those that are 
still operating have closed entire 
floors due to massive staffing cuts. 
We have lost private psychiatric 
hospitals. Hospitals, like Lowell 
General, have closed their psychi- 
atric units. We have lost critical 
numbers of human-service work- 
ers. We have lost dental care for 
Medicaid recipients. We have lost 
housing. We have lost uncountable 
lives and potential. Every promise 
of hospital or community care has 
been broken. The social contract 
has been slashed and burned. Dead 
homeless people are picked up in 
the morning like the garbage. 
How many broken bodies, 
hearts, and minds must pile up on 
the streets, jails, and cemeteries

Thus development of property 
within areas Zoned “Single Family 
Residence” has been allowed, in 
spite of the existing by-laws estab- 
lished to protect our neighbor-

\ccording to the planning 
department's interpretation of the 
current zoning by-law. a home 
could be converted to multiple 
dwelling units without adversely 
impacting the existing size and 
scope of the neighborhood. The 
character of a neighborhood 
would remain intact. However, the 
alternate interpretation of this by- 
law could indeed dwarf the neigh- 
boring homes, negatively altering 
the integrity of the neighborhood 
as it has existed for decades 

We are writing in support of the 
Proposed zoning bylaw amend- 
ment, Town Meeting Article 52, 
Which refers to adding subsection 
No. 7.6.2.4 to read as follows: “4. 
The building may not be increased 
In area, footprint, height or other- 
wise enlarged beyond the existing 
tramework, except as may be nec- 
essary lor secondary egress in the 
form of an outside stairway.” 

We believe that this addition to 
bylaw 7.6.2 will clarify the origi- 
nal intent of the existing bylaw, 
and close the existing loophole 
that has allowed gross over-devel- 
Opment of properties within our 
historic neighborhoods. 

It is important to note that this 
slight amendment does not affect a 
homeowner's ability to change his 
dwelling to accommodate apart- 
ments or condominiums within his 
existing building. Nor does this in 
any way affect a homeowners’ 
ability to alter or add to his home. 
It simply allows neighborhoods to 
maintain their character and 
integrity.

We must fund the schools; volunteers and donors can only do so much 


Editor, Townsman: 

The recent editorial (March 14, 
“Wanted: New Approaches”) and 
a letter to the editor (“...snowstorm 
may bury Andover taxpayers”) 
both suggest that additional volun- 
teerism in the schools could help 
with the budget shortfall we are 
facing. Such a suggestion is well 
meaning but overly simplistic as 
well as harmful. It gives Andover 
residents the mistaken impression 
that there are more potential vol- 
unteers in the community waiting 
to be tapped and that if they do 
volunteer, the school system can 
get by without the override. 


Parents, seniors and other con- 
cerned Andover citizens are 
already volunteering to such an 
extent that if they were to stop 
today, the schools would be hard- 
pressed to continue operation. 
There are volunteers in the class- 
room assisting teachers, chaperon- 
ing school trips and band competi- 
tions, sewing costumes and build- 
ing sets for drama productions, 
organizing and running events 
such as Career Day, Women’s His- 
tory Month, Scholar's Night, 
Teacher Appreciation Day, Senior 
Safari, and the Staff Welcome 
Back breakfast at the start of the 


school year. 

Parents volunteer for freshman 
orientation night at the high school 
as well as participate in on-going 
committees such as the one that 
studies what to do about the grow- 
ing size of the high school and the 
committee for high-school accred- 
itation. 

Then there are the fundraising 
activities. which are so numerous 
that I can only list a few here: 
bakes sales, yearly yard sale, rock- 
band competition and the march- 
ing-band bottle drive. 

The PTOs raise tens of thou- 
sands of dollars each year that sup- 


ply not only enrichment activities 
but also many basic necessities 
that the town no longer funds in its 
school budgets. Included in the lat- 
ter category have been rugs for 
classrooms, drapes for auditori- 
ums, and even books for the high- 
school library. 

The high-school library has 
been found to be short 14,000 vol- 
umes as measured by a Massachu- 
setts state standard for high-school 
libraries. This is directly attribut- 
able to a lack of sufficient funding 
by the town for many years. 

The PTO has raised funds this 
year to buy 150 new books. But 


this is nowhere near what is need- 
ed. 

Volunteerism is good and a 
great help to our town. But there 
comes a point when the volunteer 
community is tapped out and the 
donation dollars dry up. Everyone 
in the town, not just the people 
who volunteer and donate, have a 
responsibility to provide the best 
education we can for the next gen- 
eration and this includes the fund- 
ing of that education. 

We need to fund our schools. 
We need to pass the override.

Senior-center proponents say that 
as the baby boomers get older 
those numbers will balloon. A 15- 
member task force will present its 
recommendations for a new facili- 
ty, and ways to pay for it, at a 
selectmen’s meeting April 1. 

At least one of the options they 
will recommend is to build a 
27,000 square-foot building in 
west Andover next to the proposed 
youth-center site. The youth cen- 
ler, proposed at the same size, will 
cost between $4 million and $5 
million to build — the same amount 
that, after four years of trying, a 
private seniors group admitted it 
couldn’t raise last summer. 

“That’s probably why,” Says 
Joyce Shadan, director of the Dra- 
cut Senior Center. “It’s $5 mil- 
lion.” 

Dracut, a town with 3,300 
seniors, doubled its facility to 
14,000 square feet last year with 
less than $1 million. About half of 
it came from a federal 


on Aging member and co-chair of 
the new Senior Center Task Force. 
indicates having a larger facility is 
a need, not a dream. He believes 
that communities with centers the 
same size or smaller than 
Andover’s existing facility are the 
ones with their eyes closed. 

The senior-citizen population is 
growing so fast, he says, that 
unless Andover builds a 27,000 
square-foot center, it won’t be long 
before it grows out of it again. 

“This is a tidal wave that’s com- 
ing down on us, and no one is pre- 
pared for it,” he says. “People are 
living longer. We’re trying to pre- 
pare. We are trying to have the 
foresight.” 

“It’s cheaper in the end,” agrees 
Jeanne Madden, Andover’s direc- 
tor of elder services. 

Andover’s 65 and older popula- 
tion has grown 23 percent since 
1990, she says, adding that that 
number is supposed to double in 
the next 10 years. 

“We expect this will continue as 
the baby-boomer population ages,” 
says Adam Kramer, a

Elder Affairs. His 
office, which consid- 
ers people age 60 and 
older senior citizens, 
recommends that 
communities build centers with 
five to six square feet per senior. If 
Andover follows those guidelines, 
it needs a 25,000 square-foot cen- 
ter to accomodate its 5,045 people 
aged 60 and older. 

The state’s minimum recom- 
mendation, 3 square feet per elder 
(age 60 and older) is simply not 
enough for most communities. 
says Schmarsow. 

“I’ve seen communities in their 
third and fourth incarnation of a 
senior center, because (the one 
they build) just doesn’t make it.” 
he says.

communities is wrong, Schreiber 
Says, because every senior center 
is so different. 

“They don’t (all) have day care 
and they don’t have these types of 
programs or the nutritional pro- 
grams,” he says. “You have to 
compare apples to apples. If you’re 
going to quote those numbers. 
that’s dangerous.” 

Andover’s program offerings 
are exactly the reason that its needs 
can’t be compared to that of any 
other community, says Madden. 

“The other communities that 
have smaller space... are not doing 
the work we are doing here,” she 
says. Adult day care, an option for 
families who need a break from 
caring for their needy elders, is not 
offered in North Andover, Dracut. 
Danvers or Methuen. It is offered 
in Andover. “We have a tremen- 
dous amount of services. We're a 
very active center here. That’s 
what the community wants, that’s 
what we're doing and we need the 
space to do it,” says Madden. 

Andover holds its computer 
classes, fitness and aerobics class- 
es off-site due to a lack of space, 
says Pat Becker, program coordi- 
nator. On a “bad day” — or a good 
day, depending on how you look at 
it — the aerobics classes, formerly 
held in the center’s cafeteria, were 
So popular that the seniors couldn’t 
fit inside. “They were flowing out 
of the caf and blocking the exit 
door,” says Becker. Aerobics class- 
es are now held at Old Town Hall. 

Andover’s senior center is 
happy to own its own pottery kiln 
and ping-pong table, but there’s no 
room to use them, she adds. 
“They're down in storage. I call it 


“(Methuen built) 15 years ago, 
and they didn’t have to buy the 
land,” he says. 

But Danvers, a community of 
25,200 with 4,300 seniors. just 
built a new facility for $2.5 mil- 
lion. 

“It was a five-year process,” 
says director Mary Kelly. The 
Danvers center’s non-profit 
Friends group raised $500,000 and 
the town chipped in the rest. Dan- 
vers ted to get a state grant for the 
project but failed. The building is 
7,500 square feet. 

“It’s big enough because the 
layout is superb,” Kelly says. She’s 
not concerned about having to 
expand anytime soon, and accepts 
that the staff has to occasionally 
break down tables and chairs and 
make due when things get crowd- 
ed. “We move things around, 
which is what you have to do.” she 
Says. 

“Twenty-seven thousand square 
feet for 3,800 people is very exten- 
sive,” she says. “When you talk $4 
to $5 million, the reality is that’s a 
hard push these days.” 

LaCharite says Andover might 
do well to shoot a little lower — like 
garnering support for a $2 million 
project, improving what they have, 
and going from there. “A lot of 
centers can be built for $2 million. 
Maybe (Andover) can swallow 
that,” she says. 

Schreiber says a price tag like 


that a 27,000 square- 
foot building will increase the 
Andover Senior Center annual 
operating budget about $150,000 
to $200,000, says Madden. Right 
now, the town puts $455,000 
towards her budget, not including 
$128,000 the center takes in from 
grants and program fees. The extra 
money would pay for an extra cus- 
todian, utilities and more program 
teachers for additional class offer- 
ings. 

“Our rooms are multi-purpose,” 
says Madden. Andover offers only 
one lunch sitting, because the cafe- 
teria must be cleared for afternoon 
programs. “You have food one 
minute, painting the next. You 
have to clean constantly.” She 
sighs. “You can hear it in my 
voice. It’s tiring just being here, 
trying to do that.” 

Senior Janet Brosco says there’s 
no such thing as too big when talk- 
ing about a 27,000 square-foot 
senior center. “There’s just so 
many things they could do.” she 
says. “They could expand the exer- 
cise program.” 

“Andover can afford it,” scoffs 
senior Alice Pelletier. “Andover’s 
rich!” 

That, says Schreiber, is some- 
thing for the residents to decide. 

“The report will give at least 
two options, maybe more,” he 
Says. “We're not saying that it 
needs to be a $4 to $5 million pro- 
ject.”

Too close to home 

Since January, police have inves- 
tigated four sex offenses committed 
in Andover. One of them resulted in 
an Andover man being arrested and 
Charged with rape. 

Detective Charles Heseltine flew 
down to Georgia in February to 
arrest a former Andover man 
charged with repeatedly raping an 
Andover victim about six months 
ago, says Det. Sgt. Don Pattullo. 

Last Thursday, Heseltine was to 
file a report on an ongoing investi- 
gation that now involves a rape, a 
sex offense and a case of indecent 
assault.

Police wrapped up another, sepa 


rate sex-offense case last Thursday, 
when they arrested Robert Keenan. 
a Lawrence man who had contac ted 
an Andover youth via the Internet. 
“Sometime last fall, an Andover 


resident came to the station. (He 
said) his wife saw their 14-year-old 
son on the computer... (conducting) 
very inappropriate conversation over 
the Internet,” Pattullo says. 

Because Massachusetts doesn’t 
have a law against adults contacting 
children online, Andover recruited 
the help of state police in 
Portsmouth, N.H., where it is illegal. 
A Portsmouth trooper adopted the 
Internet profile of a young child, 
which Keenan allegedly picked up 
on immediately, Pattullo says. 

“Those pedophiles look at the 
(Internet) profiles and pick the vul- 
nerable ones,” says Pattullo. 

Last year, Andover police inves- 
tigated a total of nine possible sexu- 
al offenses. 
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Some sex crimes not made public 


Police arrested a 14-year-old 
Andover boy this month and 
charged him with multiple 
counts of rape. But Andover 
police say that information 
should never have reached the 
public eye. 

That particular arrest was 
crossed out with black perma- 
nent marker and covered in 
white-out — in hopes it would 
go undetected. It is the Towns- 
man’s general policy not to 
print the name of anyone under 
the age of 17 who is arrested, 
but the paper does publish that 
such arrests occurred. A 
Townsman reporter spotted the 
word “arrest” in the March 7 
entry and questioned why it 
was blacked out. 

But it was no mistake, no 
overzealous lieutenant with a 
magic marker. 


The incident, which 


involves a boy younger than 17 
years old and a sexual offense. 
is an example of what Lt. Jim 
Hashem calls an “exception” to 
the public record law. 

“We blank out all sex 
offenses,” he says, from the sta- 
tion’s police log. The log is a 
daily record of all the 911 calls. 
arrests and incidents that police 
investigate. The public infor- 
mation law says the daily log 
should be available to the pub- 
lic. 

But that’s only in most 
cases, says Hashem. 

“With juvenile arrests and 
incidents, there’s a higher stan- 
dard that applies, as far as 
whether it’s a public record.” 
he says. 

You won’t find that “higher 
standard” written, in so many 
words, in any book or law. It’s 
part of the “discretion” that all 


law enforcement agencies 
have, according to a list of 
exemptions written in the pub- 
lic record law. “It’s not etched 
in stone,” Hashem says 

That discretion falls under 
exemption F of the public 
records law, which “allows 
investigative officials to with- 
hold materials which could 
compromise investigative 
efforts if disclosed.” The 
exemption is “designed to 
allow investigative officials to 
provide an assurance of confi- 
dentiality to private citizens so 
that they will speak openly 
about matters under investiga- 
tion,” according to A Guide to 
the Massachusetts Public 
Records Law. 

Police Chief Brian Pattullo 
always urges his officers to err 
on the side of caution when

Election: Where to vote, who’s on the ballot 


New precincts for voters following 2000 census results; all voting at Andover High School Field House

Two new faces to town politics, 
Christopher Smith and Margaret 
“Peggy” Kruse, will fight for the 
School Committee’s only open 
and this year’s only contest- 
ed race — at the annual Town Elec- 
tion Tuesday, March 26 

The polls will be open at the 
Andover High School Field House 
from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. 

Other open seats will go to the 
unchallenged incumbents. Jim 
Doherty, incumbent for 23 consec- 
ulive years, has no competition for 
the one-year town moderator posi- 
tion. No one has challenged

Selectman Mary Lyman for her 
three-year seat. Selectmen 
appointed Lyman last October to 
fill the slot vacated after Selectman 
Mary French died. 

A seat on the School Commit- 
tee opened up when Chairman 
Eric Nadworny announced he 
would step down. 

On Tuesday night, Kruse and 
Smith talked about themselves and 
school-related issues, including 
their stances on the Proposition 2 
override, at a debate hosted by the 
League of Women Voters (see 
SfOry, page 18). 

Both are parents of students in 


the Andover school system. Kruse 
of 145 Argilla Road works part- 
time for the non-profit Alliance for 
the Prudent Use of Antibiotics pro- 
moting education about antibiotic 
use. Smith of 38 York St. is presi- 
dent of a technology training com- 
pany called American Graphics 
Institute. 

Andover’s new ninth precinct 
will be put to the test for the first 
time at this election, says Town 
Clerk Randy Hanson. Selectmen 
voted to approve the ninth district 
last summer after 2000 census 
numbers showed that Andover’s 
population has grown to more than 


31,000 residents. The state allows 
only 4,000 people per precinct. 

All precincts will vote at the 
AHS Field House for Tuesday’s 
election. Residents who are unsure 
of which precinct they live in can 
call the town clerk's office or go 
online to <www.town.andover 
-ma.us>, look under the “New and 
Noteworthy” section and use the 
precinct search utility, says Han- 
son. 

“It's going to be a change for 
everybody.” she says. “I want peo- 
ple to be able to find it with ease.” 

Each resident’s precinct was 
also listed on the town census that 


residents should have returned to 
the town clerk’s office. 

A voter shuttle bus will also run 
from the Andover Senior Center 
to Andover High on Tuesday, 
Stopping at Town Offices, the 
Railroad Street apartments and 
Frye Circle. 

Past voter turnouts have been 
low. In 1999, only 12 percent of 
registered voters came out to the 
polls. The election in 2000 was a 
little busier, with 15 percent of 
voters coming out to cast a ballot, 
Last year’s election drew fewer 
than 10 percent of the voters, Says 
Hanson.

ANDOVER HISTORY 


At age 52, he led Andover men to Bunker Hill 


By Ben Hellman 

On Feb. 2, 1775, 45 Andover 
men entrusted Benjamin Ames 
with their lives. British troop num- 
bers were swelling in Boston and 
armed conflict with the British 
seemed imminent. Ames, then 52 


years old, would soon lead his 
troops to the Battle of Bunker Hill 
~ and into American history. 

A letter that ran in the Essex 
Gazette on Feb. 2, 1775, said that 
Colonel Samuel Johnson had 
already raised 50 volunteers from 


North Parish — an area that today is 
part of North Andover. These were 
“men of substance and probity,” 
the article ran, “more than a third 
are heads of families.” 

Johnson arrived in South Parish

By the time Ames and his men 
reached Bedford the colonials had 
repulsed the British troops and 
Ames shifted his course to try to 
intercept the retreating British. 
When Ames arrived in Lexington 
is was too late to see any combat. 
All that was left there of the British 
was a line of dead and wounded 
stragglers. 

Ames chased the British as far 
as Arlington before stopping for 
the night, but didn’t catch them. 
The British had withdrawn to 
Boston. 


Personal life 


Benjamin Ames married 
Hephzibah Chandler in 1746 
and came into possession of a 
valuable farm which his wife 
had inherited. Chandler died in 
1768 and Ames remarried two 
years later to Dorcas Lovejoy, 
who survived Ames by 34 years, 
dying from a fall. Ames died at 
the age of 85 so it can be pre- 
sumed that Lovejoy was consid- 
erably younger than him.

Ames’ company trained in 
Cambridge until June 16. At night, 
they were sent to Charlestown and 
ordered to entrench themselves on 
Breeds Hill next to Bunker Hill, 
where the well-known battle was 
fought. 

Ames’ company lost three men 
in the battle, Privates Phillip 
Abbot, Joseph Chandler, and 
William Haggett. The Americans 
inflicted heavy casualties on the 
British, but were forced to retreat 
when they ran out of ammunition. 
The battle became famous, and 
today is marked in Charlestown by 
Bunker Hill Memorial. 


Pay and politics 

By August of 1775, the 
Andover men had still not received 
any military pay and were reported 
to be in dire straits. Ames success- 
fully wrote to the House of Repre- 
sentatives on his troops’ behalf. In 
his letter he says his men had been 
in the colony’s service for three 
months and had done their duty 
regularly, but that, “Not one man 
has received any part of the forty 
shillings which a late congress 
promised should be advanced 
them.” His letter goes on, “These

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On the books: Declining budget for school libraries 


Compared to its peers throughout the state, Andover High spends little on media center 


By Judy Wakefield 

Andover teens were among the 
throngs who flocked to see the 
movie version of Lord of the 
Rings. 

Taken from the immensely pop- 
ular book series by John Ronald 
Reuel Tolkien, the movie was a 
mega-hit late last year and sent 
teens to their middle and high- 
school libraries looking to check 
out a book or two from the series. 

But at Andover High School, 
there were no books to check out. 

The school’s media specialist, 
John Berube, says it’s all about 
money. His $10,400 budget is 
miniscule, he says, and therefore, 
he can only afford to stock books 
connected to class assignments — 
basically textbooks. 

With such books costing about 
$75 apiece, it is easy to see where 
the money goes. A 25-textbook 
order — an order for just one class — 
costs nearly $2,000. 

Paper costs for the media cen- 
ter’s computer printers also eat up 
a lot of the budget. Berube spends 
at least $800 a year on paper, as his 
center is well-stocked with 35 per- 
sonal computers. Of those, 33 have 
Internet access. He calls today’s 
high schoolers “the cut-and-paste 
generation” as they research topics 
on the Internet, print the informa- 
tion and paste it together for their 
assignments. That adds up to a lot 
of paper, he said. 

The 37 magazine and six news- 
paper subscriptions along with 
film projectors that cost about 
$2,600 also explain why money 
for books is so limited. Berube 
relies on profits from the 10 cents- 
per-page copy machine to occa- 
sionally buy contemporary fiction. 

Reading outside of school is 
strongly encouraged in Andover’s 
elementary schools. But it’s a dif- 
ferent story at Andover High. 
Berube says he can’t encourage 
reading because he has little to 
offer independent readers. 

The scene is shocking to 
Berube, who finds it hard to 
believe an affluent school district 
like Andover, which places among 
the top-20 districts in the state with 
its high 10th-grade MCAS scores, 
spends so little money on its high- 
school library. 

In fact, the state’s Massachu- 
setts School Library Media Report 
from the fall of 2000 shows that 
Andover spends a lot less money 
on its high-school library than 
other high-scoring MCAS dis- 
tricts, like Lexington and Acton- 
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John Berube, Andover High media specialist, would like to 


have more books to stock. 


Boxboro (see chart, above right). 

It rates at the bottom of the list 
with urban school districts includ- 
ing Lowell and Lawrence. 

The report, based on the volun- 
tary responses of 501 school 
libraries around the state, shows 
Andover High had a $12,400 bud- 
get for its media center and spent 
$7.52 per student. 

“And, I took a $2,000 budget 
cut after the report came out, so 
our numbers are even lower,” says 
Berube, who earned his master of 
library science degree in Chapel 
Hill, N.C. where the public high 
school has about the same number 
of kids as Andover High and the 
library budget is about $35,000. 


Principal: ‘Money just not there’ 
Andover High principal Peter 
Anderson says he’s well aware that

comparable to urban districts, not 
affluent suburban school districts. 

“We know it would cost a 
tremendous amount of money to 
bring the library up to where it 
should be and the money is just not 
there,” he said. With the current 
financial climate facing next year’s 
school budget, he is not optimistic 
that things will change soon. 

“What stands out in my mind is 
that 90 percent of our print collec- 
tion is older than 10 years. Mark 
Twain is not the issue, but signifi- 
cant fiction and non-fiction is,” 
Anderson said. 

“A high-school library should 
be a center for scholarly work and 
when you are missing any or part 
of the components, quality work 
doesn’t happen,” he said. 

He also noted that 12 years ago, 
the budget for the high-school

library was $21,000. Today it is 
about half of that. 

He and Berube have met several 
times to discuss what needs to be 
done to improve the media center. 
In addition to the outdated book col- 
lection, there are no videos on the 
shelves and video equipment is non- 
existent, they said. 

Many students say they rely on 
Memorial Hall Library when they 
need to do research papers. The 
library is a regional leader and its 
director is president of the Massa- 
chusetts Library Association. A 
young-adult section opened in 
October with room for group 
study. 

But Director Jim Sutton Says 
Memorial Hall does not have 
everything students need. 

“We can’t really take the place 
of a good school library. We do 
the best we can,” he says. “But the 
school libraries do things that are 
directly related to the school cur- 
riculum. 

School libraries can stock mul- 
tiple copies of the same source, so 
that when an entire class receives

the library doesn’t get all of the 
materials. 


“We can’t make that kind of 


investment for materials for stu- 
dents. We don’t have the budget 
for it, we don’t have the space,” 
says Sutton.” 


Expert reaction 

Every public school library in 
the state was asked to voluntarily 
participate in this survey, accord- 
ing to David Gray of the Board of 
Library Commissioners which 
conducted it. He said 501 did. 

Figures such as Andover'’s 
were alarming to a well-known 
librarian in Boston. 

“Oh my, my, my. You need to 
keep up-to-date with your collec- 
tions if you want kids to do well.” 
was the reaction to Andover 
High’s library budget from James 
C. Baughman, who chairs the 
library department at Simmons 
College in Boston. 

Baughman published a report 
in October 1999, that showed the 
importance of strong high-school 
libraries. Good libraries, stocked 
with books that kids like to read 
and at least one full-time librarian, 
are definitely connected. to, bigh 


MCAS scores. In some cases. 
MCAS scores soared 19 points in 
districts that beefed up high- 
school library budgets, Baughman 
said. Sutton says that reading is 
also the best way to improve 
vocabulary. 

If Andover wants to keep its 
top-20 MCAS rating, Baughman 
said people should be pay ing clos- 
er attention to the high-school 
library budget. 

Baughman is used to hearing 
that high-school library budgets 
get whacked in tough budget 
times. After all, Massachusetts 
currently ranks 49th out of 50 
when it comes to money spent on 
high-school libraries. 

“In New England, the attitude 
toward librarians is not in line 
with the rest of the country. 
Maybe it’s plain old Yankee 
provincialism. But, we should be 
developing a public awareness 
about this,” he said. “I have 
appeared before the Legislature to 
get more money for school 
libraries and there is no support. | 
was told to do bake sales. 

“School librarians are always 
told there is no money, no money. 
But the library is where you get 
the best bang for the buck. Read- 
ing is fundamental. But you have 
to supply kids with books they 
want to read,” he said.

Drowning in a sea of silence 


It happened more than 22 years ago. One moment 
~ briefer than the time it takes for a baby to inhale a 
tiny breath of air. Still, I remember. And in this past 
week, that stifled second, buried beneath millions of 
joyful memories, has resurfaced again. 

It was a sunny June morning in San Mateo, Calif. 
I had finished the weekly grocery shopping, and she

bing. What kind of a monster was I — to think of 
something so evil ? As soon as I got home and tucked 
my daughter in her crib, I called my sister in New 
Mexico. She had two girls of her own. “T felt like that 
when I was a new mother, too.” she said. And then 
we talked. On and on. 

Later that same summer, I went back East to Visit 
my sister-in-law Lynne, who had just had her first 
baby. Her husband offered to watch our daughters 
while we went out. But as soon as we got in her car 
she cried, “I can’t go back there. I don’t ever w ant to 
see her again. I don’t have what it takes to be a good 
mother.” 

We drove around that afternoon, talking. And lis- 
tening. Consoling one another — and finally, even 
laughing. When Lynne pulled back into her driveway 
two hours later, her frantic husband was waiting at 
the door with his colicky daughter in his arms: “It’s 
about time you got home.” he wailed. “I’m about to

“The first year after my daughter was born,” a 
friend reminded me last week, “I would lock us both 
in one room whenever we were alone in the house. I 
was afraid something would happen to her. Remem- 
ber that? It’s crazy thinking back on it now. But at the 
time, it made perfect sense.” 

This past weekend, another woman tells me about 
her niece’s experience. “She was a bright, outgoing 
young woman. Graduated from college three years 
ago. Had a beautiful baby girl. Then she calls her 
mother two weeks ago and says, ‘I’d kill myself now 
except no one would love my daughter as much as | 
do. So I’m going to kill us both. ” 

“Within minutes, her mother — my sister — was 
driving to her daughter's house. Within a few hours, 
she had called a psychiatrist who came to the house, 
too. My niece is much better now. She just had a real- 
ly bad case of those post-baby blues, you know?” 

Yes, I know. A lot of women know. But perhaps 
no woman knows more about this than Andrea Yates, 
the 37-year old mother in Texas who will spend the 
rest of her life in prison for drowning her five young 
children last June. 

After the birth of her fourth child in five years, she 
became clinically psychotic and clinically depressed. 
A year later, she had yet another child. 

“A kick in the pants” is what her husband Rusty 
believed would fix her depression. He also believed 
his wife should stay home. C hange all the diapers. 
Never drive a car. 

But what did Andrea Yates, a former nurse, 
believe? No one seems able to answer that. As her 
lawyers admit, “Andrea is not a vocal person.” 

That shouldn’t surprise us. Perhaps if Andrea 
Yates had talked openly with other adults — a sister, a 
mother, a friend — someone would have listened and 
gotten her the help she so desperately needed. 

As it is, five children were victims of her silence. 

As it is, our silence may drown her as well.

No more mister nice guy 

Andover native Michael Chik- 
lis has returned to the small screen 
as a mean, lean law-enforcing 
machine, Detective Vic Mackey, 
on FX’s new cop show The 
Shield. 

If viewers caught Chiklis on 
the show’s running premiere — the 
most watched original premiere in 
cable history, according to FX - 
they may have blinked and looked 
twice. 

Gone is the laid-back, buttery 
character Chiklis played as the 
leading man in The Commish, an 
ABC prime-time series of the 
‘90s. Gone is the comedic, mister- 
mom personality Chiklis played in 
Daddio, a short-lived NBC sit- 
com 

In their place stands a cop who 
doesn't care what the rules are — 
and will come at crooks with a 
rolled-up phone book 

“The wonderful thing about 
this show is we don’t moralize, we 
don't tell you what you're sup- 
posed to feel,” says Chiklis. “We 
Just give you life with all its 
shades of ambiguity and let you, 
the audience, decide what to 
think.” 

The show takes place in Los 
Angeles, Calif.. where Chiklis’ 
character, Vic Mackey, is a mem- 
ber of the LAPD’s special Strike 
Team unit. In the premiere, Mack- 
ey 1s called in to help find a child 
who was kidnapped and sexually 
abused by a psychiatrist who 
went talk to the other cops. He 
won't talk to Mackey, either - 
unt] Mackey starts swinging. 

Not everyone agrees with 
Mackey’s way of doing things, 
like the more Straight-shooting 
cops who are bound to make trou- 
ble for Mackey before the season 
ends. 


“(The show) does get into 
some real dark areas,” Chiklis 
says. “But that’s what being an 
actor is about. You delve into that 
world and then you leave your 
bags at the door and let it go.” 

If Andover viewers are caught 
off guard by this new side of 
Chiklis, it could be because he 
grew up in wholesome Andover.

lived with his mother, father and 
brother on Lowell Street, and 
graduated from Andover High 
School in 1981. He started acting 
at age 13 in the Merrimack Reper- 
tory Theater. 

“I’ve missed home,” says 
Chiklis, who now enjoys life in 
Sherman Oaks, Calif. with his 
wife Michelle and two daughters. 


“IT still have a lot of friends in 
Andover. I've been wanting to get 
back there.” 

So, despite his curled, sneering 
lip and shaved head, Chiklis has 
his charming moments, like shar- 
ing his fondness for Andover. 
Besides, you can’t blame the guy 
for his FX character — somebody’s 
gotta do the dirty work. 

The actor's decision to turn to 
the dark side came when NBC 
canceled his last television series, 
Daddio, after only one year. 

“I had done Daddio really for 
my two little girls,” says Chiklis, 
referring to Autumn, now 8, and 
Odessa, now 3. “It was devastat- 
ing when it was canceled. I hit a 
crossroads in my career. I knew I 
couldn't go into another family- 
friendly comedy or drama.” 

Chiklis began the search for a 
role that was “adult, hard-hitting 
and smart,” and knew immediate- 
ly that he had found it when the 
script for The Shield slid across 
his desk. He shot the show’s pilot 
last June, before the tragedy of 
Sept. 11. It only reinforced his 
confidence in the show’s message. 

“In the aftermath of 9-11, I 
think The Shield becomes even 
more pertinent,” Chiklis says. 
“What are we willing to accept 
from our law enforcement to keep 
us safe?” 

Besides its philosophical ques- 
tions, Chiklis, who has almost fin- 
ished shooting The Shield’s first 
season, says the storyline will 
keep viewers anchored to the tele- 
vision. 

“Whatever (viewers) think is 
going to happen probably isn’t,” 
he says. “These writers are partic- 
ularly bright. We run to our trail- 
ers to read the scripts, because 
we're just like, “What’s going to 
happen?’ We can’t wait to see 
what those crazy mothers are

Fresh off the success of his 
comedic roles in Analyze This and 
Meet the Parents, Robert De Niro 
tries his hand at laughs once again 
by teaming up with Eddie Murphy 
in this buddy cop farce. De Niro 
plays Mitch Preston, a hard-as- 
nails, no-nonsense LAPD detec- 
tive who is forced to team up with 
Trey Sellars (Murphy), a beat cop 
who wants to be an actor. The 
partnership is forced on him after 
Mitch shoots a camera and the 
network makes a deal with the 
department: if they let them film 
the two cops as the stars of a new 
reality show, then they won't sue. 
Rene Russo plays the show’s pro- 
ducer. 

This movie is a complete waste 
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give movie-goers viewing options 


of talent and of a great idea. Most 
of the movie deals with getting the 
show together instead of having 
fun with the actual show itself. 
Plus, there’s a typical buddy-cop 
story about some foreigner who 
has invented a new kind of super 
gun. One of Mitch’s problems 
with the reality show is that Holly- 
wood never gets the reality of 
police work right, yet the reality of 
the film is just as Hollywood as 
any other movie. That would be 
excusable because its supposed to 
be a comedy, but the movie isn’t 
funny. It’s boring and gives the 
two stars little to do. De Niro 
offers some laughs because he’s 
always got this sarcastic look on 
his face as if those around him are 
complete morons, but I wonder if 
he was acting or if he was giving 
those same looks to the filmmak- 
ers. The only one who survives 
this film unscathed is William 
Shatner, who makes fun of him- 
self and his days on TJ Hooker.

Are fees for sports 
coming, accepted?

ITH THE OVERRIDE 
looming, few in 
Andover seem to be 
putting up a much of a fight 
against the possibility of activity 
fees — including fees for sports 
for Andover students. 

Both School Committee candi- 
dates said they supported such a 
fee at the debate this week spon- 
sored by the League of Women’s 
Voters. Candidate Christopher 
Smith said that when the schools 
were firing librarians parents 
needed to underwrite the cost of 
their children’s activities. Mar- 
garet Kruse said she supported a 
general fee or a single fee that 
would allow students to partici- 
pate in any activity. 

“No one likes to pay the fee,” 
said Andover parent Bruce 
Brown. But he said if it was a mat- 
ter of not letting his children com- 
pete in school sports he said “(it) 
would be crazy not to pay it.” 
Brown has three high-school ath- 
letes, Bruce, Connie and Sally. He 
said that taxpayers would like to 
see the cost covered by the 
schools, but “when it concerns my 
children — you have to do it.” 

Andover High School senior 
basketball player Megan Pinksten 
said, “Charging for athletics is 
something other schools already 
do.” 

“Paying for sports is better than 
losing teachers,” she said. 
Pinksten was concerned, however, 
that embarrassment might keep 
students who cannot afford the 
fees from going out for sports 
teams.

using that discretion. 

“It’s up to the shift comman- 
der on duty to read over each inci- 
dent and determine whether it fits 
the criteria (of public record),” he 
says. “We talk at staff meetings 
about the release of information.” 

In general, police have the 
right to withhold information 
about ongoing criminal investiga 
lions, Cases involving crime by 
juveniles and sex offenses, he 
adds. The public records law 
doesn’t list those particular situa- 
tions specifically — it’s all part of 


the police discretion. 
lhe law also allows police to 


withhold information about town 
personnel matters, if it has to do 
with job performance. If police 
were investigating an employee 
lor a criminal act, that informa- 
tion would not be exempt, says 
Pattullo. Police often use their 
discretion to withhold informa- 
tion in the interest of the victim 
and the offender, Pattullo says. 

“We're always looking at the 
greater good. What are we going 
to gain by releasing that informa- 
tion?” he says. “We have to look 
at the victims’ point of view as 
well. Even with a story that does- 
n't name any particular names or 
circumstances, the victims know 
it relates to them.”
